contagious diseiise laws and it would 
seem thnt nothing short 
of 
drastic 


measures will stop them. 


Physicians either neglect to 
report 


case? or report them under 
another 


name and it is only when death re- 
sults that the fraud Is discovered. 


In regard to violations of the law by 


undertakers, the 
law 
states 
that a 


death from a conta-gious disease shall 
be followed by an immediate and a pri- 
vate burial. "Wakes," so-called, bear- 
ers and house or church services over 
the remains are 
barred, 
while 
the 


health department is required to fumi- 
gate the house immediately after the 
death. 


A.few days ngo after a death from 


diphtheria an employe of the health 
department went to. the house to fumi- 
gate it. Upon his arrival he was met 
by the funeral party leaving the house 
and the coffin was carried out by. four 
boy pall-bearers., in direct violation of 
the law. 


A BAD COMPLICATION. 


The authorities at the. 
Corporation 


hospital are sorely perplexed iver one 
of the city's cases of diphtheria.

The patient was taken there 
with 


diphtheria, and placed in the contag- 
ious ward. Since his arrival he has 
developed a had case of delirium tre- 
mens. Now the hospital does not take 
such rases and has no provision for 
them in the line 
of padded 
depart- 


ments, grated cells, or Isolated confines 
where they cannot disturb the other 
patients. Thus one 
delirium patient 


can wreck the good order of the be.s.t 
hospir.il 
in the 
land 
and that . is 


why they arc 
not 
received 
or 
are 


shipped away after developing them In 
the hospital. In this cnse the patient 
also hns a 
contafiious 
disease 
and 


hence the, city farm which accepts or- 
dinary delirium cases will in all prob- 
ability refuse to receive this 
patient 


and the hospital authorities have the 
option of turning him loose or strap- 
ping: him down to his bed and awaiting 
patiently the results. 


APPROPRIATION NEEDED. 


The need of another 
appropriation 


for the care of contagious diseases Is 
apparent. The city paye $10 per week 
for each ca-se.that it sends to the con- 
tagious diKease wnrd of the Txiwell hos- 
pital. 
_ At present the health' depart- 


ment haa six cases, at the hospital. The 
appropriation Is near exhausted while 
the cases continue to come and Jt IH 
necessary to isola-te the cases to pre- 
vent an epidemic. The care of diph- 
theria cases heretofore has cost the city 
from JROO to $1000 per year. It has been 
estimated that the running expenses of 
a municipal contagious disease hospital 
would cost from $5000 to $fiOO per year 
though more 
cases would be treated 


were the city to operate Its own hos- 
pital.
